‘jnet who have aided the president in its 
preparation say the document is a clear, 
strong exposition of their chief's well known 
yiews on the condition of the country, and the

The message speaks of the boundless pros- 
perity with which the country now is favored, 
This condition should not, however, the pres- 
ident says, beget extravagance of adminis- 
tration.

garefully considered. the estimates for ex- 
penses for the government during the next 
fiscal year, and they have been reduced more 
than $50,000,000 below the appropriation 
made by congress for the current fiscal year.

Conservation and improvement of water- 
ways are subjects which the president dis- 
cusses at great length. He makes it clear 
that he is in full sympathy with the Roose- 
velt policies in this connection, and upholds 
the course of Secretary Ballinger. He is de- 
termined to obtain legislation under which 
the federal government will control water 
power development and the exploitation of 
coal, oll, and gas fields on the public domain. 

The message goes into detail in regard 
to the foreign policy of the country, describ- 
Ing the negotiations with China in regard 
to the participation by American financiers 
in the Hankow-Szechuan rai!road loan.

x-Banker a Prisoner in His 
Own Residence After the 
Court Denies Peti- 
tion for Bail. 


ONE MORE CHANCE LEFT. 
Attorneys Have Brief Time for 
Appéal to Supreme Bench; 
Guarantors’ Plan Is 
Discussed. 


With two deputy marshals in an adjoining 
room and secret service men outside the 
house, John R. Waleh slept a prisoner last 
night in his own residence, 2183 Calumet av- 
enue. 

Mr. Walsh reached his house from his office 
with his custodians shortly after 5 o’clock. 
For a long time he sat and talked with his 
wife, while the deputies kept aloof and enter- 
tained each other. Between 6 and 7 o'clock 
dinner was served and Middleton and 
Northrop partook with the household. The 
dinner over, Northrop went outside to smoke 
‘his pipe, while Middleton remained within. 
For some time the deputy remained outside, 
walking up and dowk and visiting with a 
secret service man, and then he re@ntered 
the house. 

It was near 9:30 when Mr. Walsh went to 
his room to prepare for bed. In a room ad- 
joining sleeping accommodations had been 
atranged for the deputies. Shortiy before 
10 o'clock the lights in Mr. Walsh's room 
were turned out. He had gone to bed. A 
few moments later lights in the adjoining 
room were extinguished, indicating that the 
government men had done likewise, and not 
long afterward all lights went out excepting 
one, turned low, in the main hallway. 

Outside @ lone secret service man paced 
up and down, occasionally stopping to con- 
verse with a pedestrian. He was relieved 
at midnight by another. 

“ Too bad about the old man,” he said, "T’ve 
been doing this out here for weeks, I 
watched Banker Morse in New York, too, 
and I tell you it’s a pretty tedious stunt.” 


Court Denies Further Freedom. 

This situation marked the close of a day 
that had seen the Federal Court of Appeals 
deny further freedom to the former banker 
who once was a power in Chicago finance. 
Mr. Walsh went out of the courtroom en- 
feébled in health but sti) smiling, with evi- 
dent hope and with determination to fight 
on with all the strength he could muster. 

With Mr. Waleh a prisoner—his residence 
and his office as his jail—attorneys who have 
stood by him through a long and bitter fight 
will make @ last stand in the United States 
Supreme court. a 

ANG *WieaiWifle the Chicago clearing 
house banks, which hold Walsh's $7,000,000 
note on which interest is long overdue and 
unpaid, are considering a proposition to 
eliminate Walsh and his interests from their 
financial affairs. Meetings of the clearing 
house committee are held daily. A plan of 
the guarantors to turn over the Waish prop- 
erties to the banks was discussed for two 
hours in the afternoon. No cOnclusion was 
announced. 


Court Tempers Its Order. 

While Mr. Walsh is no longer a free man 
but actually a prisoner, with a five years’ 
term in the Leavenworth penitentiary hang- 
ing over him, the court tempered its decision 
with merey. Until further order of court he 
will not be confined in a cel! but will eat and 
sleep and attend to business affairs in the 
clistody of the deputy marshals, while in kd- 
dition secret service men will be not far away. 

Judges Grosscup, Baker, and Seaman, sit- 
ting in the Appellate court, not only denied 
Walsh's application for a rehearing of his 
plea for liberty but also refused an extension 
of bail pending a petition to the Supreme 
court for a writ of certiorari, ‘His lawyers 
have until Jan. 3, 1910, to get, if possible, the 
ear of the highest court, and if by that time 
nothing has been accomplished in his behalf 
the court’s mandate wil! issue and Mr. Walsn 
will be taken to the federal prison to begin 
his sentence. 

In the little courtroom of the appeal judges 
the case was disposed of quickly. Judge 
Grosscup announced briefly that the petition 
for a rehearing was denied. A plea from 
John S. Miller—one that showed the Walsh 
defense figuratively on its knees for meroy 
for the first time—obtained Mr. Walsh a stay 
of the court’s mandate, but failed to obtain 
for him freedom under bond. 


Marshal Leads Him Away. 

The final word said by the court, Deputy 
Marshal Edwin Northrop stepped to Mr, 
Walsh's side and tapped him gently on the 
arm: 

“Come with me, now, Mr. Walsh,” said 
the deputy. 

Northrop caught his prisoner easily by the 
arm and led him slowly out of the court- 
room. whfle the ex-banker’s lawyers and 
relatives and friends followed as a sort of 
guard against the crowd that had thronged 
the court chamber, Mr. Walsh was takeh 
into the office of Marshal Deman T. Hoy, 
where he remained while Attorney Milier 
and the government lawyers looked to see 
that the court order was prepared properly 
by the clerk. 

When the details had been looked after, it 
was nearing 2 o'clock. Marshal Hoy, with 
Deputies Northrop and Thomas Middleton 
following, approached Mr. Walsh, who was 
sitting im an easy chair in the marshal’s 
a Mr. Walsh,” #aid Mr. Hoy,. “thie is 
Mr. Northrop and Mr. Middieton, who will go 
with you.’ 

The prisoner's face brightened with a bit 
of a smile and he extended his hand to his

THREATEN BOMB FOR ORGY 


Letters to Police Promise First 
Ward Ball a Surprise. 


Chief Censors Costumes; Patrol Wag- 
ons to Await Offenders, 


Having defied city laws, public opinion, and 
every other objection raised to their annual 
First ward orgy; " Hinky Dink " and“ Bath- 
house John” confront a new antagonist in 
the shape of one of the most potent and pup- 
ular arguments used In Chicago the last two 
years—B-O-M-B-8. 

The police authorities have received two 
letters, each of which declared that a 
bomb would be exploded in the Coliseum on 
the night of Dec. 18 at the height of the dis- 
graceful revels that furnish campaign funds 
for the First ward aldermen. 

The letters were brief but pointed. There 
was no discussion of motive or plans, but 
the announcement was plain. Chiefof Police 
Steward immediately notified Inspector 
Wheeler of the threats and promised the 
utmost vigilance within the power of the de- 
partment, but declined to guarantee safety 
to participants in the ball. 

last year a bomb was exploded in a shed 
in the rear of the Coliseum annex, but the 
damage was slight. This year the dynamite 
hurlers promise to do their damage while the 
dance is on. 


Police on Vigilant Watch. 


Chief Steward has ordered the most strin« 
gent police regulation of the ball possible, 


will be suppressed at once, Patrol wagons 
will be backed up at the Wabash avenue en- 
trances to the building and cordons of police 
will keep the sidewalks clear and compel the 
“ guests’ to run a gantlet thet will cause 
many an absence on the floor.

Hard luck for the crafty debauchee who 
stocks his box with a case of wine to beat 
the game, for not another cork will be pulled 
in the Coliseum that night when the clock 
strikes 1. The first violation of this wil) re- 
sult in arrest and subsequently in the prose- 
cution of the Coliseum company and therevo- 
cation of its Mcenee. 

It has been discovered that the ColMseum 
directors and ball promoters have left a vul- 
nerable point exposed which may cause the 
First ward campaign fund really to die 
a~borning. The city statutes require the se- 
curing of a special dance hali license for such 
affairs where the building involved does not 
carry @ general permit. The Coliseum comes 
under this classification, as the saloon Hcense 
is the only one held, and special licenses are 
taken out for such entertainments, ae pro- 
vided in the statute. 

The issuance of this special permit wilh 
come before Mayor Busse, but he declined to 
pass on the matter unti) it comes before him. 
Neither the Coliseum people nor the bali pro- 
motérs have asked for a dance hal) license 
as yet; in fact, it has been regarded asa cead 
letter, apparently. The penalty provided in 
case of violation is not lese than $50 nor more 
than $100. 


Promise of Coliseum Director. 


“The Coliseum bar wil! not serve a single 
drink after 1 o’clock,’’ announced Samuel B. 
Raymond, one of the directors, at the Con- 
gress hotel. Mr. Raymond believed that par- 
ties who desired to stock their boxes and 
pockets with champagne, beer, or whisky 
for consumption after the “‘ dead line "’ could 
not be reached, but promised that the Coli- 
seum directors would observe orders without 
deviation.

NAMED IN POEM | 


William Watson Says “Wom- 
an with the Serpent’s 
Tongue” Is Real Com- 
posite Portrait.. 


BRINGS NEWS TO AMERICA 


Signed Statement Identifies the 
Heroine with the British 
Premier’s Wife and 
Daughter. 


New York, Dec. .3.—[Special.]—Mrfs. As- 
quith, wife of the British premier, was the 
inspiration for William Watson's much dis- 
cussed poem, “ The Woman with the Ser- 
pemt’s Tongue.”’ 

The identification was made today by the 
poet himself, who arrived from England 
with hie wife on the Lusitania and made this 
signed statement: 

“ The Woman With the Serpent's Tongue ” 
is a composite photograph of Mrs. Asquitn 
and her stepdaughter Violet. The poem is u 
portrait of the physical characteristics o* 
Mts. Asquith and the mentality of Violet 
Asquith. The latter is the voice of the fam- 
ily and rules them all. Violet Is the real 
official yoice speaking with authority. She 
it is— | 

Who slights the worthiest in the land, 


Sneers at the just, contemns the brave, 
And blackens goodness in its grave. 


Tells of Visit to Asquiths. 

Watson at the samé time gave an account 
of a visit he made in June last to Mrs. Asquith 
and her stepdaughter. This account he pre- 
pared soon afterward to explain the circum- 
stances under which the poem was written 
and the incidents which Inspired it. The 
date on which this was written was June 20, 
this year. Here it is: 

“Last Friday week I happened to meet 
Mrs. Asquith and her stepdaughter, Miss 
Vioket Asquith, at Stafford house. Miss 
Asquith asked me to come to tea at 10 Down- 
ing street on the following Tuesday. I came. 
She is, as all her friends know, an extremely 
clever girl, remarkably well educated, bril- 
liant, and her talk was interesting—surpris- 
ing in some respects. When I arrived at the 
house Mrs. Asquith apparently was not 
there. * 

“* Miss Violet Asquith took me downstairs 
to a sort of little library of her own, looking 
on the garden, wheré I had tea. I suppose 
we talked for more than an hour; anyhow 
quite an hour, ona variety of subjects. 


Talks with Miss Asquith. 

“While I was there @ Man crossed the 
garden. I said: ‘Is that one of the sec- 
retarieat’...~.... TS ol 

“Mies Asquith sald: ‘ Yes, that is Nash. 
That is the man who used to write C. B.’s 
speeches for him.’ (C. B. was the late Sir 
Henry Campbel!-Bannerman, Mr. Asquith's 
predecessor as. prime minister.) 

“I suppose I looked rather surprised. She 
said: ‘Yes, and you know he appeared to 
think if my father became prime minister 
that the same sort of gervings would still 
be expected of him.’ 

“I laughed, of course, and, although I 
was much surprised at such a reference to 
Mr. Asquith’s predecessor in the premier- 
ship I preserved the politest demeanor pos- 
sible and said: ‘ Well, with all respect to 
Mr. Nash, I suppose even this British public 
of ours would easily detect the difference 
between Mr. Asquith and Mr. Nash.’ 


Incident Is Related. 

** She said, *‘ Yes, no doubt they would, but 
I would like to tell you this. Shortly after 
my father became prime minister he was 
going down to Scotland.

GERMAN AID TO DICTATOR? 


Taft and Knox Will Ask Congress to 
Support Their Course. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNDS.] 
PANAMA, Dec. 8.—Cleared for action and 
with its guns trained on the palade of the 


. provincial governor, the gunboat Vicksburg 


is in command of the situation at Corinta, 
Nicaragua, according to advices received 
here, 

Following the severance of diplomatic 

relations between the United States and 
Nicaragua the commander of the Vicksburg 
took prompt steps to protect the Americans 
and their intérests there. Notice was served 
on the governor, the local representative of 
Zelaya, that the officers of the Vicksburg 
would hold him personally reeponsible for 
any harm which might befall the Americans 
in Corinto. 
Added emphasis was given to the notice by 
the further statement that the Vicksburg 
would train its guns on the governor's palace, 
shooting it full of holes the moment the com- 
mander received news of any attack on an 
American. ; 


Local Officials Overawed. . 

The emphatic stand of the Vicksburg’s 
commander had a most salutary effect on 
the local Nicaraguan authorities. Not the 
slightest sign of a hostile outbreak has oc- 
curred. The Americans there are leaving on 
every available steamer and few now re- 
main. 

It is ourrently reported on the isthmus that 
Zelaya has been receiving the secret sup- 
port of Germany in his hostile attitude to- 
wards the United States and everything 
American. In substantiation of the story it 
is pointed out that not a single German has 
been. annoyed, nor have the Germen inter- 
ests been molested in Nicaragua since the 
revolution began, while the citizens and 
subjects of nearly every other nation were 
subjected to all sorts of trouble, annoyances, 
and outrages. 

Zelaya, it is sald, has promised powerful 
German capitalists the concession for the 
construction of an interoceanic canal along 
the route surveyed by America some years 
ago. Other valuable concessions already 
have been given to Germany. Additional sig- 
nifleance is given ‘to this report by the fact 
that all the Germans here sympathize with 
Zelaya.

San Francisco, Cah, Dec. 3+-[Special.]—

country if necessary. The Nicaraguan gun- 
boat Momotombo was at Corinto with steam 
up and anchored conveniently for a hasty 
dash to sea. On board the vessel was a 
picked crew, and the ship was coaled and 
provisioned to its full capacity. 

Ask Aid of Congress. 

Washington, D, C., Dec. 3.—[Spectal. ]— 
President Taft and Secretary Knox are giv- 
ing serious consideration to a proposition to 
ask congress to give the executive branch 
of the government a free hand in dealing with 
Nicaragua. 

There is ample precedent for such course. 
On several occasions congress by a joint 
resolution has empowered the executive in 
general terms to take such action as deemed 
advisable either for thé punishment of a 
government or for the protection of our citi- 
zens and interests. One of these situations 
arose out of the hostile attitude of the gov- 
ernment of Paraguay toward the United 
States which culminated in an attack on an 
American warship, the Water Witch. 

The then president recommended that he 
be given congressional! authorit? to use other 
than diplomatic means in the event of the 
refusal of the South American government to 
comply with the demand for redress which he 
proposed to make. On June 2, 1858, congress 
passed a joint resolution authorizing the 
president “to adopt such measures and use 
such force as, in his Judgment, may be neces- 
sary and advisable.” 


Means a Protectorate. 

Undoubtedly there will be a discussion of 
the Nicaraguan question in congress, and 
the administration would like to forestall 
criticism by acquainting congress with the 
facta amd at the same time obtaining eu- 
thority to proceed on whatever lines might 
be found advisable, 

It is realized by the administration of- 
clals that the Nicaraguan question will be 
long and tedious and hard to handle. It 
will involve the whole question of civilized 
government for all Central America and 
unquestionably will result in the establish- 
ment by the United States of a financial pro- 
tectorate over both Nicaragua and Hon-

ARRESTED FOR OLD MURDER 


Johnny Bingham Caught in Gus 
Colliander Case. 


ELUDED' PURSUIT 15 YEARS. 


Indieted with Others After North Side 


* Political Row. 
> 


Bought by the Chicago police formobrethan 
fifteen. years ‘“‘Johnny’’ Bingham, .one. of 
the men indicted for the murder of Gus Col- 
liander in a north side polling booth in the 
November election of 1894, was arrested 
yesterday by Detectives Reed and Morgan 
of the Central station. 
Bingham and eight others were indicted for 
the murder, but only one of them was tried. 
Thomas O'Malley, a former alderman, was 
put on trial, and he was acquitted. Atthe 
time of his arrest O’ Malley was in the plumb- 
ing business on the north side. No direct evi- 
dence was introduced against him, and the 
verdict of “‘not guilty” was no surprise 
to persons familiar with the case. 
Bingham, who was known to the police 
as a thief, and several others were indicted 
with O'Malley, but none of tlfem ever has 
been brought to trial. The reason for this, 
it is said by policemen who have knowledge 
of the case, is that the man who killed Col- 
liander is dead. 

May Be Tried, Anyway. 
Thies may or may not be true, but the indict- 
ment against Bingham is stil) hanging over, 
and there is a probability that he will be 
tried for the murder of Colliander. He re- 
turned to Chicago two weeks ago, it is said, 
and was picked up as a “ suspect” by Reed 
and Morgan. The latter knew he was wanted 
for alleged complicity in the Coliander case. 
Early in the morning of Nov. 7, 1804, Colli- 
ander, who was a Republican judge of eles- 
tion at the polling booth, 117 Oak street, 
was shot and kilied by some men who at- 
tempted to steal the ballot box. A police- 
man on duty at the place also was shot. 
_ Colander, who conducted a saloon across 
the street from the voting place, tried .o 
grab the ballot box when the shooting began 
and two bullets entered his body. 
The theft of the ballot box was thwarted, 
but at the cost of the loss of Coliander’s 
life. 


Report by Policeman. 

The policeman who was detailed at the 
polling booth reported to Inspector Schaack 
thet one of the men who did the shooting 
was “Tom” O'Malley. This information 
later proved to be incorrect,. as O'Malley 
established a complete alibi. . 
Several others, however, were indicted as 
accessories to the murder, and among them 
was Bingham, who had a police record. 
Search was made for the suspect, but-he 
had left the city. He was not heard of by 
the Chicago police for a year or two, when 
word came of his arrest at Portland, Ore. 
Through chicanery of some kind, it is alleged, 
he was not brought back to Chicago on the 
expiration of his sentence in Oregon, and 
the next heard of him was at St. Pau! in 1900. 
Again he eluded the Chicago police and 
efforts to bring him here to stand trial for

IDENTITY UNDER A CLOUD. 


Gives Wentworth Avenue Address; 
Denials at House, 


A young woman, giving the name of Ger- 
trude O. Martin, attempted to commit suicide 
at the Commercial hotel, Wabash avenue and 
Harrison street, yesterday afternoon by 
taking carbolic acid and turning on the gas. 
Her life was saved by the prompt action of 
Benjamin Schultz, a bellboy in the hotel, who 
detected the odor of escaping gas, and, with 
the assistance of the elevator Operator, broke 
inthe door. Dr. W. Bonnar, the house physi- 
clan, was called, and succeeded in reviving 
the young woman. 

After registering at the hotel under the 
name “ D. Dean,’’ the girl went to room 138, 
where she stuffed up the cracks around the 
door and stopped the air spaces at the win- 
dows by the use of pillows. She then swal- 
lowed @ #mall amount of carbolic acid, 
turned on the gas, and laid down to die. 


Acid Diluted by Druggist. 

The carbolic acid was diluted with also- 
hol and ghycerin by the druggist who sold 
it to her, and was not strong enough to 
cause death. The gas would heave ended her 
: life in a short time, but for her rescue by the 
bell boy. 

Miss Martin was taken to the City Relief 
hospital by Dr. W. O. Wheelock, who at- 
tended her. When she had recovered con- 
sciousness she said: 

“Why didn’t you let me die? I wanted to 
die. I have nothing to live for."’ 

From her incoherent sentences Dr. Wheel- 
ock said he thought the girl was worried 
over some love affair.

“ Don’t blame me for this. I am tired of 
living.

Mexico Willing to Join. 

It is declared the Mexican government 
would be only too willing to join hands with 
the United States in any measure that would 
Put an end to the revolutions, exploitation, 
oppression, and plain robbery that charac- 
terize Guatemala, Honduras, Salvador, and 
Nicaragua. ; 4 

It is known that Mexico has applauded 
American interyention in Nicaragua and it 
is not unlikely that the diplomatic repre- 
Sentatives of the two neighbor nations al- 
ready are working out a plan for extending 
this intervention to all four of the offending 
states and along systematic lines. 

If the United States and Mexico would 
etep in and put dictators and their vassals 
in these countries to flight, reorganize the 
E0qrnments, guarantee peace and ample 
protection to lives and property, hold fair 
elections, and start the wheels of administra- 
tion, turning in mew and clean grooves—if 
the big powers would do all these things—a 
new era of peace and prosperity would open 
before the four benighted realms, it is be- 
lieV ed. ; 


Might Start with Two Nations. 

While some of the proponents of the plan 
insist that the United States and Mexico 
should lose no time in establishing condo- 
minion in all four of the States, others hold 
the opinion that it will be sufficient to inau- 
gurate the move in Nicaragua and Guate- 
Maia, two nations that together constitute a 
demoralizing influence in Central America. 

The conditions existing in these two states 
are considered the supreme national scandal 
of the western hemisphere. and until these 
are reformed from top to bottom there will 
be no hope for Honduras and Salvador. 

The scheme involves. concerted action on 
the part of America and Mexico by which 
troops of the two nations would be landed 
in Nicaragua and Guatemala, the customs 
houses seized, and the armies of the two 
diminutive states disarmed and replaced by 
constabulary commanded by American and 
Mexican army officers. 

Under the protection, of such a force elec- 


tions then would be held, the aim being to 


give the citizens of the republics the first fair 
elections they ever have known. The occu- 
pation by the joint powers would continue 
until a stable government had been estab- 
lished in each of the chaotic republics.

Nicaragua con- 
stitutes a similar barrier on the south against 
the good influences of Costa Rica, the only 
Central American republic with a stable gOvV- 
ernment and a large measure of commercial 
prosperity. 

While Zelaya and Cabrera have sapped the 
resources and degraded the institutions of 
their own countries they have reached out 
and undermined the only other states weak 
enough to succumb to their wiles—the two 
little republics of Honduras and Salvador. 
held in geographieal vise between their op- 
preseers. 4 


Eat Up Honduras and Salvador. 

Cabrera on the north was not strong enougn 
to exploit Mexico and Zelaya on the south 
could avail naught against the “ tight little, 
right little’ Costa Rica. So they turned 
in and ate up Honduras and Salvador, both 
weak and beyond the reach of aid from a 
friendly neighbor. 

That the American government has per- 
mitted Zelaya and Cabrera to carry on their 
Gepredations in Central America for.so many 
years is the wonder of many observers and 
the ground upon which the policy of the 
state department often has been condemned 
in the past. 

It now is urged that the Tatt administra- 
tion has an opportunity to lift the oppressors’ 
yoke and do for Central America-what the 
McKinley and Roosevelt administrations did 
for Cuba. 

Mr. Palmer in his investigations in Central 
America found the Monroe doctrine actually 
was shielding the disgraceful operations of 
the two presidential brigands, Zelaya and 
Cabrera. But now that the American gov- 
ernment has stepped in to assist in giving 
Zelaya his quietus, it is argued that it should 
do a thorough job. by overturning Cabrera 
and making it certain that tair elections for 
their succersors be held.

Zelaya has had himself elected fifteen 
Aimes while Cabrera has reéiected himself 
nine times.

Zelaya is the arch tyrant of the western 
hemisphere.

This cupidity has been only 
partly satisfied by the enormous profits he 


- takes from whisky, tobacco, and other mo 


nopolies, not to speak of the taxes wrung 
from his people and converted to selfish uses. 
His immorality is notorious, Zelaya being

slave trade.

“ Mr. becretary,” said the colonel, ** permit 
me to serve that your course in recent 
events Kas won for you unqualified approba- 
tion. You are making yourself a future 
president of these United States, although 
you are unaware of that fact, coming as you 
do from Pennsylvania, a commonwealth dis- 
tinguished for its lack of political sophistica- 
tion.”’

New York, Dec. 8:—President Taft was bit- 
terly asseiled as “ unqualified to speak on the 
negro. problem in the south,” by Francis D. 
Winston, ex-Heutenant governor of North 


Society of New York at its banquet tonight. 

The president, Winston said, had written 
“with some heat” on the subject of the 
negro and the franchise, a matter upon which, 
as a northern man, Mr. Taft had no special 
right to debate, 

“We did not expect the president,” said 
Mr, Winston, “ to discuss our peculiar south- 
ern situation. We know that his study of it 
wae of necessity at second hand. At the 
dinner of the society last. year we were 
charmed with hie speech and took ft as evi- 
denc«d of his good will to the south in general. 


Cites Letter in Maryland Case, 

“ But in the recent campaign in Maryland, 
when the state was considering an amend-~- 
ment along the lines of those adopted hereto- 
fore by eight other southern states the 
president injected a letter too direct in its 
language not to give the impression that the 
adoption of the amendment by the voters in 
Maryland was to be a signal for an attack 
in the courts. 

“We could but contrast the utterances 
of the president with the course pursued by 
several of his predecessors. A constitutional 
amendment more drastic in principle became 
the fundamental law in Mississippi in the 
presidency of Benjamin Harrison. And under 
the strenuous Roosevelt, amendments of sim- 
ilar character became the fundamental! law 
in several southern states. Yet Roosevelt 
wrote no letters. 


Has No Fear of Results. 

“The statement was freely made that the 
adoption of the Maryland law would bring 
on a fight in the courts. North Carolina 
is content to have this full matter taken 
to the courts, and for her part, she invited 
a rigid criticism of her conduct under all 
conditions. We shall insist, however, that 
the whole story be told. Let the world know 
the facts and the south has no fear of results. 

“We want to be let alone until injustice 
is apparent, We are doing what we know is 
best for all the people. Weare in touch with 
actualities. not sentiment. The matter of the 
weaker brother is much misunderstood and 
greatly overworked. In deciding what is right 
or wrong. the weaker brother is rarely con- 
sidered at ‘ll; it is a question of right and 
truth. 


Says Answer Will Be Swift. 
“We are threatened with reduced repre- 
sentation in congress. So far as North Caro- 
lina is concerned the threatened laws have 
no effect. But when the hour strikes that 
the state of North Carolina must, for the 
sake of numbers in congress, return to the 


conditions that twice have brought us to ruin 
and humiliation, the answer will be sure and 
swift.” 


‘NEW YORK DOCTORS DECLARE | 
STOVAINE A DANGEROUS DRUG. 


Profession There Rejected Anesthetic 
as Impractical, According to State- 
ments of Physicians. 


New York, Dea 3.—[Specta!.]—Stovaine, 
the new spinal anesthetic Dr. J. Thomas 
Jonneeco of Roumania has introduced, was 
discussed.today by physicians of this city. 
They all are indignant that the Roumanian 
doctor should have been*credited with the 
discovery of the new process, since, as they 
declare, spinal injection was invented by 
Dr. Leonard Corning, an American. 

They said. Stovaine still is a doubtful 
‘Agent, and some of them argued that even i!f 
its virtues are what Dr. Jonnesrco repre- 
sents them to be, the act of injecting any 
drug into the epinal channel needs so much 
dexterity and delicacy as to make it ali but 
an impractical operation. 

One of those who felt most strongly. on this 
point was Dr. J. Wallace Beveridge, visiting | 
surgeon at the New York hospital. He said: ‘ 

“To begin with, stovaine has not been es- 
tablished as having the virtues ascribed to it. 
The danger in all this talk about it is that 
patients will insist upon its use, Now, six 
years ago the profession here tacitly re- 
jected spinal anzthesia as (co dangerous.”’ 

In justicé to Jonnesco it may be said that he 
does not claim discovery of the drug. but 


rests his case on having demonstrated lis 
power.

The opposition to Judge Carpenter is based 
on his issuance of inftinctions against unions 
and members of unions engaged in strikes 
against factories in Chicago. There were 
severa) of these injunctions, it ie said, and as 
@ result of their issuance the unions have 
been bitterly opposed to Mr. Carpenter. 

In the election in Cook county last June, at 
which Judge Carpenter was returned to the 
circult. bench for another term, he was 
singled out for special attack by organized 
labor. In circulars ané at meetings he was 
denounced by the Federation of Lebor as an. 
injunction judge. The attack had little ef- 
fect, however, for Carpenter, with the excep- 
tion of Judge Windes, received more votes 
than any other candidate in the running. 

Now that he is to be elevated to the federa: 
bench Judge Carpenter is in for another bout 
with. organized labor, and this time it will be 
the National federatiom under the exprese 
direction of President Samuel Gompers. In 
this attack President Taft will not escape, 
The labor organizatione take the ground 
that the president in appointing a district 
judge in Chicago of whom they disapprove 
is not carrying out his promise to dea! fairly 
with organized labor. 

Whether the president was fully aware of 
Judge Carpenter’s standing wih the unions 
when he decided to appoint him to the fed- 
eral bench is not known. 


LABOR MEN TO PROTEST. 

The labor union men of Chicago will pro- 
test against the confirmation of Carpenter's 
appointment by the senate. John Fitzpat- 
rick, president of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, said that action along this line will 
be taken at the earliest opportunity. 

“We certainly shall protest against the 
confirmation of Judge Carpenter's appoint- 
ment,” he said. ‘ Organised labor cannot but 
receive the appointment as a direct slap. 
Carpenter is the office boy of the employers’ 
association and its attorneys.” 

‘Will the protest to the senate be made 
through Senator Lorimer or Senator’ Cul- 
lom?”’ was asked. 

‘“ No,” replied Fitzpatrick. ‘‘ We will not 
ask Lorimer. We will try to get men with 
some decency and who are friendly to organ- 
ized labor to voice our protest.” 


ESKIMOS’ STORY DISCLOSES 
FATE OF EXPLORER ANDREE? 
Tell Northern Priest of “White House” 


Which Descended from Sky and of 
Salt Starving Men. 


Ottawa, Ont., Dec. 3.—[{Special.]—An inter- 
esting story which may disclose the fate of 
S. A. Andree, the explorer, who left Spits- 
bergen in a balloon twelve years ago in 
search of the north pole, and who never re- 
turned, is told by Bishop Albert Pasc&l of 
Prince Albert, who has been visiting here. 

Bishop Pascal has charge of an immense 
territory, extending theoretically to the pole, 
There is a priest, the Rev. Father Turquo- 
tille, who resides at Reindeer Lake, and who 
has traveled extensively among the Eskimos 
of the northern part of the region, in order 
to learn their language. 

On one occasion recently he went with a 
nomadic party abou@ six days’ journey north 
of Reindeer lake and there met another party 
of Eskimos. Noticing a revolver which the 
priest carried, the Eskimos told him that 
some years before a ‘“ white house ’’ had de- 
scended from the sky., It contained white 
men, the Eskimo said, who had killed many 
caribou to supply themselves with food. ° 

The Eskimos intimated that the white men 
were in a half starvirg condition. None of 
those men are now 'iving, they said, but the 
“white house.”’ they declared, is still in ex- 
istence, and is used by members of the tribe 
as a source of supply for a rope, with which 
it was covered.

The prospective appointment of Judge 
George A. Carpenter to the federal bench 
by President Taft is to leave a vacancy upon 
the Circuit bench of Cook county for prac- 
tically the full term to which Judge Carpen- 
‘ter was reélected last June. 

That Judge Carpenter's nomination will be 
submitted to the senate early next week wae 
undeubted by Chicago political leaders who 
have been im touch with the. brisk skirmish 
which has been brought to a climax between 
aspiring candidates: for the Bethea vecancy 
within the last few days.. 

Consideration of Judge Carpenter’s suc- 
cessor as @ Circuit judge was at once teken 
Up. FY ‘ 4 

There is ‘no June election in 1910 for judges, 
and it was the opinion of several of the party 
managers that there wil) be no special elec- 
tion called to fill a vacancy caused by the 
transfer of Judge Carpenter to the federal 
judiciary until the regular November elec- 
tion of next year. 

Think Expense Too Much. 

At that time many of the important county 
offices will be filled, as well as the’ bulk of 
the Superior court judgeships. 

The expense would be much too great, in 
the opinion of many, to warrant the order- 
ing by the governor of a special election for 
the one place. It also was pointed out that 
the wrangle over the primary election legis- 
lation at Springfield is enough to keep the 
politicians guessing all the rest of the win- 
ter and most of the spring, and that they 
ao no desire to take up a judgeship at this 

me. 

Judge Carpenter is expected to return 
from a hunting trip tomorrow morning. The 
news that he had been chosen for the honor 
was highly satisfactory to the bench and 
bar. From what his friends said, there seems 
to be no doubt that he will accept the proffer 
of the president. 

Still Hope for Morrison. 

Some of the politicians in touch with north- 
ern IllNnois politics were disposed to be cred- 
ulous over the probability that President 
Taft would fill the vacancy with a Chicago 
man, which gives to Chicago all the places on 
the northern Illinois District bench and 
leaves the heavily Republican counties out 
in the state with no favorite son wearing 
the judicial ermine. ' 

Among these there still remained the hope 
that former District Attorney Morrison of 
Dixon atill would be the president’s nomi- 
nee, 

Gov. Deneen is due in Chicago today to 
wind up some personal business in prepara- 
tion for a trip to Washington. It still ap- 
pears probable that the call for the extra 
session of the legislature will be issued before 
the executive departs for the east.

TURNS TO TRADE 
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Commerce Are Guests at 
Chicago Banquet. 


MEANS BINDING OF TIES. 


Closer Relations Between the 
Two Cities Assured by 
the Gathering. 


Culture of the east and the commerce of the 
west clasped hands last night at the banquet 
given in the Congress hotel by the Chicago 
Association of Commerce to the delegation 
from the Boston chamber of commerce. In 
a dozen spetches of good fellowship the 
friendly relations of the two organizations 
were cemented more closely, and plans were 
discussed for a reciprocal visit by the Chi- 
cago organization. z 

A possible outcome of the present visit fn 
Chicago may be a national commercial or- 
ganization comprised of an amalgamation of 
the civic. clubs of fifteen or more of the 
largest cities of the country, which will work 
toward a settlement of great national prob- 
lems, some of which now are handled in a 
local way by the separate organizations. 

About 500 representatives of the two or- 
ganizations attended thé banquet, among the 
guests being three governors, numerous 
bankers, and representatives of nearly évery 
branch of commercial industry: At the 
speakers’ table were grouped men fm whose 
hands are the destinies of many large insti- 
tutions, both of Massachusetts and Illinois.

Toastmaster R. C. Hall, who was intro- 
duced as “‘ a product of Boston breeding and 
Chicago development,”’ sounded the note to- 
ward which the associations are said to be 
working when he asserted the festive board 
around which the members met would likely 
result in a council chamber at which repre- 
sentatives of all great cities could discuss 
matters of national importance. Mr. Hall 
declared the Boston men were past masters 
in the art of getting together, and asserted 
the entire country would falter in surprise, 
should it ever hear of Boston aligning itself 
on the wrong side either of a moral or in- 
tellectual question. 
Bernard J. Rothwell, acting president of 
the Boston chamber of commerce, described 
the ideals for which the chamber stands and 
voiced the hope*that the present meeting 
would be the nucleus of a national organiza- 
tion. 
“ The time is past,’” he said, ‘“‘ when a mem- 
ber of any community can feel he has done 
his full part toward his city or state when he 
pays his share of taxes. Men must come to 
the knowledge that they owe more than that 
to the community from which they derive 
support. A man is as much to be praised, 
who lives unselfishly for his city as he who 
dies heroically for his country. 


For Permanent Tariff Board. 
“One of the chief dangers threatening 
nearly every community is a result of the 
law's delays; it is a tendency toward 4 dis- 
regard and contempt of the law. The Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce stands for the uni- 
versal enforcement of the law and Ks wni- 
versal supremacy. 

“We oppose the log rolling and grab bag 
ruling that has so long prevailed in forming 
the tariff schedule and favor a permanent 
expert tariff board. 

“We are working for industrial harmony, 
equitable transportation terms, and an old 
age provision for wage earners that: will pro- 
mote independence, not dependence, for 
workers, and for the government conserva- 
tion of national resources. Many of these 
problems. it can be seen, are national in 
their scope, and are almost of equal interest 
to every great city.”’

Utah fruit excels in size and color, the lonz 
period of sunshine giving a high sugar con- 
tent and insuring a clear skin free from fun 
gus diseases, according to the findings of 
Dr. Ball. These factors—the sugar and the 
freedom from blemish, give the fruit remark- 
able keeping qualities.- Mr. Tayior pened a 
jar of huge sweet cherries and took/oui frui‘ 
which had retained its shape perfectly and 
at the same time was so delicatesin texture 
as almost literaNy to “ melt in thé) mouth.” 
Splendid golden yellow and siller prunes, 
packed under glass, dried Muir peaches, dried 
raisins which looked like amber, choice apri- 
cots, and dried mission figs, are/shown.

Pictures Please Women. 

Women were pleased by the pictures of 
berry picking in California. Dr. Edwords 
told them that fhe berry business frequently 
has been taken up by women in California, 
where residents have berries every month in 
the year. Berry fields net $500 an acre an- 
nually. 

“There are biackberries right now in the 
San Francisco markets,’ said the lecturer. 
“ Children can go barefooted in January and 
can play out of doors the year around. It is 
a@ great country for raising children. Cali- 
fornia melons*are early in the markets. 
Cantaloupes reach Chicago as early as 
March. The sum of $100,000,000 was netted 
from fruit last year. 

** California has twenty-one kinds of forage 
crops. Plenty of cane is grown there and 
peanuts, too. Stock matures earlier in Call- 
fornia than elsewhere. Two year olds in 
California are equal to 3 year olds in less 
favored places, Anybody in the hog raising 
business in California will make great profit. 

“With $1,500 to $2,000 to start on, one 
should make good in the poultry business. 
California is_an idéal poultry country. The 
average profit-per hen a year is from $1 to 
$1.25. I have in mind a forty acre farm that 
netted @ profit in a single year of $4,000 on 
poultry and $4,000 on fruit—an aggregate 
profit on forty aeres of $8,000 a year.”

Holes in Other Scales.

‘BUDGET’S DEFEAT 


King’s Speech to Parliament 


Shows Opposition to Course 
of the Lords. 


ple to End Powers of the 
. Upper House. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—The king’s speech pro- 
roguing parliament was read today. The 
proceedings were brief and the attendance 
small. 

Both houses met at 2 o’clock, when the 
Black Rod proceeded immediately to the 
lower house to request the attendance of the 
commoners in the upper chamber to hear the 
royal speech. The speech was read by Lord 
High Chancellor Loreburn. 

The only reference to the politica) crisis 
in the speech of prorogation was contained in 
the clause. addressed to’the house of com- 
mons, in which the king thanked the mem- 
bers for the adoption of the provision for the 
national expenditures. This concluded: 

“TT regret that the provision has proved 
unavalling.’’ 


Speaks of Foreign Relations. 

Beyond this the speech made the usual 
references to the visits of foreign sovereigns, 
the friendly relations with foreign powers, 
and the legislation passed during the session. 
On the matter of foreign relations the speech 
said: 

‘The difficulties which unfortunately arose 
in southeastern Europe in the autumn a year 
ago have resulted, happily, in a practical 
solution for the: maintenance of peace, while 
the constitutional régime in Turkey con- 
tinues to make satisfactory progress. 

“ Subject to certain reservations made by 
my plenipotentiaries at the time of signature, 
I have to ratify the conventions which re- 
sulted from the conference held at The 
Hague in 1907. Agreements with Germany, 
Sweden, Norway, Switzerland, and Portugal 
have been renewed for a further term of 
five years, and other agreements about to ex- 
pire are in the process of renewal,”’ 


Begin Campaign in Country.

would absorb all others. 

It was time for the lords to be handled 
firmiy, the chancellor added, and for one he 
would not remain a member of the Liberal 
cabinet for an hour unless he knew that the 
cabinet had power to carry its bills. 


Churchill Defies Unionists. 

Winston Spencer Churchill, president of 
the board of trade, spoke at Preston and 
challenged the Unionists to show any benefit 
that could come to the cotton trade from 
their fiscal policy. He reminded his audience 
that “every beader of the Conservative party 
from the great William Pitt to the small 
Arthur J. Balfour—all the leaders from the 
sublime to the ridiculous—were agreed thas 
the house of commons had control of 
finance.” 

Lord Lansdowne, the opposition leader in 
the house of lords, in an address at Plymouth 
defined the issues as tariff reform versus the 
extinct budget and two houses of parliament 
versus a single chamber. ee 

The Liberal Unionist council today, on 
Austen Chamberlain's motion, passed a reso- 
lution of unqualified adherence to the policy 
of tariff reform. 


Taxes Will Go On. 

Although Premier Asquith has made no 
formal arrangements to meet the situation 
created by the rejection of the budget by 
the house of lords, the commissioners of cus- 
toms, acting under instructions from the 
treasury, have issued a notice that taxes on 
tea, tobacco, spirits, etc., will continue to be 
collected pending the assembling of the new 
parliament.

Chileans Are Irritated.

They contend 
they were perfectly willing at any time to 
send this claim to arbitration, but they object 
to the method by which they were forced to 
take this step. They now believe they have 
a chance to show their resentment. 

A few days ago, in order to make clear the 
attitude of the United States, Secretary 
Knox sent @ message to the American am- 
bassador to Brazil authorizing him to make 
a statement for publication ag to the reasons 
which prompted the state department in 
adopting such a strong course with respect 
to the Alsop claim. 

This statement had due regard for Chilean 
feelings, but the government of the south- 
ern republic feels this action was uncalled 
for and tends further to injure its dignity 
and standing in the eyes of the world. 


Minister Prepares to Leave. 


Sefior Cruz, the Chilean minister here, is 
prepared to leave the city in case of orders 
to this effect from his government. It is 
known the entire legation had its trunks 
packed and was ready to depart if the Alsop 
claim had not been settled. 

That claim has been referred to the arbi- 
tration of the king of England. 
The secretary of state will make a reply to 
the latest demand of Chile,and he expects 
the explanation will be accepted as satisfac- 
tory. If it should be unacceptable, then it 
is probable Chile will break off diplomatic re- 
lations with the United States. 


KING.WILL ARBITRATE.

Students Overworked Now, Is 
Decision of Mrs. Young 
' and Her Aids, 


TO STANDARDIZE COURSES 
English Probably Witl Be One of 
the First That Will Be 
Changed. 


The 101 courses of study which go to make 


up the curriculums of the Chicago public 


high and élementary schools are calculated 
to overwork students and at the same time 
do not give them the sort of education that is 


/ most desirable. 


This is the opinion of Mrs. Ella Flagg 
superintendent of schools, and her 
assistants, and asaresult a number of rad- 


, ical changes In the courses of study probably 
: will be made. 


Mrs. Young, the assistant superintendents, 


| and district superintendents held a confer- 

ence yesterday and discussed thé advisability 
| of cutting down the number of studies and of 
' standardizing the curriculums. 


A syllabus 
of the high school was worked out and tenta- 
tive steps toward revising the courses in the

The Yoakum-Hawley interests yesterday 
continued their reorganization plans by the 
election of officers and directors of the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Lilinoig and the Evansville 
and Terra Haute railways, importent sub-

W. B. Biddle was elected vice president in 
charge of traffic, C. W. Hillard vice presi- 
demt, and A. 8. Grieg, vice president and pur- 
chasing agent. These men also hold the 
same positions wih the Frisoo. 

W. J. Jackson, general manager of the 
Eastern Illinois ahd Hvansville and. Terre 
Haute at Chicago, was promoted to vice pres- 
idept and general manager. 


Directors on Two Roads. 

The board of directors of the Eastern IIli- 
mois consisis of James Campbell, Edwin 
Hawiey, T. H. Heed, C. W. Hillard, R. A. 
Jackson, H. H. Porter Jr., E. V. R.. Thayer, 
Frank Trumbull, T..H. West, B. L. Winchell, 
and B. F. Yoakum. Additional directors on 
the Evansville road are: W. K. Bixby, F. F. 
Flower, A. 8. Grieg, and T. D. Keith. The 
Rock Island interests on both roads retired. 

With Mr. Winchell as president and with 
Mr. Biddle as the head of the traffic depart- 
ment of the Frisco, the executive and traffic 
headquarters of the system may be removed 
to Chicago. The Frisco now has a large 
mileage in the vicinity of Chicago and it is 
believed that Mr. Winchell would prefer to 
remain here Chicago would be the logical 
headquarters for the traffic department. 

It also has been reported that Mr. Biddle 
is. slated to become the traffic head of ‘the 
entire Hawiey~Yoakum system, including 
the Alton-Clover Leaf system and the Mis- 
sourl, Kansas and Texas This would give 
still greater reason for his reteining hig Chi- 
cago office, 


Rock Island Reorganization. 

The Rock Island organization is not com- 
pleted. There remain to be selected a gec- 
ond vice president in place of H. U. Mudge, a 
third vice president in charge Of traffic, in 
place of Mr. Biddle, and a vice president in, 
charge of the accounting department in place 
of C. W. Hillard. It is understood that the 
operating vice president's office will be filled 
by the promotion of General Manager F. O. 
Melcher, and that H. S. Tinsman, general 
superintendent, will become general man- 
ager. 

President Mudge is authority for the state-

Car Shortage Peril Passes, 

That all chances for a serious car shortage 
are now past and ‘that thé railroads wil) 
have a surplus of freight car equipment for 
the next few months is indicated by the 
report issued by the committee on relations 
between rallroads. During October thé car 
shortage figures rose as high as 39.000. In 
the last two weeks the shortage has de- 
creased by 12,000, and in other parts of the 
country the surplus has increased about 
8,000. 

The report shows that there are now 89,528 
idle freight cars for all the roads, while the 
‘otal shortage is only 27,406. 


MIRAGE IN A LABORATORY. 


Professor in Johns Hopkins Portrays 
Desert Scene, Including Phan- 
tom Pool of Water. 


Baltimore, Md., Dec. 3.—[{Special.]—A min- 
fjature mirage in a laboratory was the re- 
markable exhibition which Dr. Robert Wood, 
professor of experimental physics in Johne. 
Hopkins university, gave today to members 
of the faculty andstudents. Its vividness 
was perfectly portrayed and showed how 
the thirsty traveler in the deserts of Arizona 
or Africa could be deceived by a phantom 
lake. 

Prof.’ Wood reproduced a desert with a 
sheetiron plate about fifteen feet in length, 
covered with: sand, under which a series of 
gas burners were lighted to heat the sand 
as it is in the desert. A mirror reflected the 
sun upon a white sheet of.paper at one end 
of the artificial desert. The paper served as 
a clear skyline. ' 

When the sand got fairly ‘hot one could 
almost _belleve that just a little way in front 
of the piles of sand there was a clear, pool of 
water on the fron plate.

Corporation Strikes Snag in 
Council Committee on 
Compensation. 


TO REVIEW ORDINANCE. 


Protest of Property Owner 
Shows Attempt to In- 
crease Holdings.

Suspicions of an attempt to railroad a 
proposition through the city council for the 
vacation of all or a portion of seven streets 
in the vicinity of One Hundred and eight- 
eenth street and the Calumet river—strongly 
backed by an unnamed corporation, but gen- 
erally believed to be the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company, a Standard Ofl afiliation— 
have arisen among members of the commit- 
tee on local industries. 

At the meeting of this committee last week 
the ordimance granting the vacation of these 
streets for ghe benefit of the mysterious cor- 
poration was recommended to the council, 

All went well for the project until the ordi- 
nance encountered the compensation com- 
mittee yesterday. Here it was indicated that 
a strong protest against vacating the streets 
had been made and the motives of Edwin 
A. Casey, the real estate agent representing 
the corporation, were being questioned. 


Protest Against Giving Up Streets. , 

Mr. Casey appeared before the compeneéa- 
tion committee expecting to have the price 
to be paid fixed for the streets to be vacated 
—in all about 500,000 square feet of prop- 
erty—but instead he met a large interroga- 
tion point. 

Several days ago an attorney by the name 
of James H. Poage, who owns property ad- 
joining the tract in question, wrote a letter 
to all the members of the local industries 
committee protesting against the giving up 
of the streets, and supplied the compensation 
committee with considerable new light on the 
ma tter. 

Mr. Poage and Mr. Casey, it seems, are 
not altogether on the best of terms So 
when Ald. Nicholas R. Finn, chairman of 
the compensation committee, raised the 
point that he would like to know when the 
north half of One Hundred and Highteenth 
street was vacated, Mr. Poage was able to 
suggest an answer to the question. 


One-Half Already Vacated. 

“Tt may be that Mr. Casey obtained the 
vacation of that portion of the street recently 
and now comes here before the committee to 
get the other half of it,”’ said Ald. Finn. 

According to Mr. Poage, Mr. Casey did just 
that one thing. 

‘“‘ An ordinance passed July 6, 1909, vacates 
the south half of One Hundred and Sixteenth 
street, all of One Hundred and Seventeenth 


and Eighteenth street, between the east ine 
of Muskegon avenue and the Calumet river,” 
explained Mr. Poage. 

Among the members of the loca! industries 
committee who were opposed at the last 
meeting to the vacating of the streets were 
Ald. William E. Dever, Ald. Finn, and Ald. 
Taylor. Ald. Dever last night declared he 
was against the genera) proposition of close. 
ing up streets which open into rivers. 


Will Reconsider Ordinance. 

“We shall have to look into thie matter 
at the meeting on- Tuesday,” he said. “ Chi- 
cago hae suffered considerably from dust 
this sort of giving streets away.”’

Shafroth Says Time Comes When 
Equal Suffrage Will Rule. ' 


SEES GOOD TO THE COUNTRY. 


Governor Speaks After Being Intro- 
duced by Mrs. Mackay. 


~ 


New York, Dec’ 3—That female suffrage 
Will ‘come inté Yorce in unis country was 
predicted in a speech made here today by 
Gov. John F. Shafroth of Colorado. Gov. 
Shafroth was the guest of the Equa) Fran- 
Chise league. Hig speech was delivered at 
the Garden theater and he was introduced by 
Mrs; Clarence ‘Mackay. 

He contended that equal suffrage is right, 
expedient, and practical, and asserted that 
the women desire it. 

“ It. was in the mountain states, the birth- 
Place of freedom,’ he said, “that suffrage 
Orst was given to women, and it is as sure 
to extend to every state in the union as that 
every principle of right le bound ultimately 
to triumph.” 


Colorado Women Support Plan. 

Putting to himself “the question as to 
whether women want the ballot, he sald: 

“‘ Ask the women of Colorado. Submit to 
those .who have tried it the question, and 
scarce corporal’s guard will be found to 
vote against it. 7 

“The fact. that no legislator has ever 
introduced in the genera! assembly of Colo- 
rado a. bill to resubmit the question to the 
people shows that theré is no demand for 
any change in the elective franchise of that 
state. The principle of equal rights to 
women is as irrevocably determined in Colo- 
rado as the freedom of the negro is deter- 
mined in the nation.” 

To show that the women do vote when they 
have the opportunity Gov. Shaforth said that 
20.000 women out of 85,000 registered in 
Denver in 1908 had voted, while of 41.500 
men 36,800 had voted, the proportion being 
about the same. 


Says Good Wom@gn Vote. 


On this point, he said further: 

“The contention that good women will not 
vote is flatly contradicted by the returns in 
the four equal suffrage states of the union. 

‘In proportion to the number of women 
in these states fully as many vote as men.” 

He also undertook to refute the contention 
that the exercise of the franchise would de- 
grade women, saying: 1 

“The respect for woman is based upon he 
intelligence and morality. Is there anything 
calculated to degrade her in the act of going 
to the polls on election day, where she will 
find in line her neighbors and friends, and 
casting her vote to determine state and na- 
tional questions, and who shall administer 
the affairs of the government? Does any 
man believe that he has been degraded by 
casting an honest vote? Why should we as- 
sume that it will degrade women and not 
men? ”’ 


Speech by Mrs. Mackay. 

Mrs. Matkay didn’t make a long speech, 
but she touched upon a question which the 
suffragisis do not often discuss, but which 
has figured prominently in all the recent 
speeches made by the anti-euffragists. 

“One of the first things that thé women 
of the United States will do when they get the 
ballot,’’ she said, ** will be to establish uni- 
form divorce laws."’ 

This prophecy was greeted by a tremen- 
dous burst of applause, and Mrs. Mackay pro- 
ceeded to describe the necessity of the mother 
in politics. 

“It is the wife and mother who is most 
actively concerned in the laws which govern 


food and lighting and sanitary conditions,” 


she said. “It is she who must decide how 
the family income shall be expended. She is 
the real economist. She should have som: 
voice in making the laws which govern these 
thinge. 


All Women Need Ballot. 

“ Surely the working woman needs the bal- 
lot in order that she may express through 
legislation her desires in regard to conditions 
which shall govern her labor. It is impossible 
for men to adequately determine the things 
which are necessary for woman to have in 
order that she may perform her tasks proper- 
ly with the least expenditure of vital energy 
on her part. There is a third class of women 
who want the ballot. These are the women 
possessed of both brains and leisure who 
wish to give their services to the state.’’

&n adequate naval repair base in that local- 
ity,’ says the secretary. 


Renews Reorganization Plan. 


The report reviews in detall the proposed 
Plan for the reorganization of the navy, and 
in addition makes many recommendations 
for the conduct of affairs in his department. 

The completion of the big dry dock at the 
Brooklyn navy yard is urged, and further- 
More the secretary says: 

“It is clear that one dock on the Atlantic 
Coast for docking our largest battleships is 
hot sufficient, since that one might be in- 
jured.” 

In this connection the report points out 
that provisions for the docking of heavy 
vessels injured or damaged in action or by 
Sranding are almost. entirely lacking, and 
that but few navy yards exist on either 
Coast which have eufficient water to dock 
&n injured battleship drawing four or five 
feet more than its ordinary draft. 

Ship construction at the navy yards of 
the United States is opposed as a principle 
by the secretary. Only occasionably. as a 
check in costs of particular types,! does he 
believe the United States should bulfd a ship. 
Shipbuilding concerns should be entouraged, 
in his opinion, so that the government can 
profit by their experience and resources, and 
@lso because ordinarily the work is done 
more economically yby them than at navy 
yards, :

PLAN U. 8. REGULATION. 


Insurance Deal Revives Activity 
in Behalf of Legislation 
by Congress. 


New York. Dec. 3.—[Special.J—A concen- 
tration of banking power greater than ever 
was known will follow the purchase of the 
majority shares of the Bquitable Life Assur- 
ance society from Thomas F. Ryan by J. P. 
Morgan. 

Outof the flood of rumors that deluged 
Wall street after the Morgan acquisition was 
generally known came late today authorita- 
tive and definite infqrmation that the Stand- 
ard Oj] banking interests, headed by the 
National City bank, find this new turn of 
things entirely to their liking and look for- 
ward to the maintenance of entire harmony 
between the management of the Morgan and 
of the Standard Ol) financial institutions. 

Thereby is created a community of inter- 
est with respect to the management of at 

lime $8,000,000,000 of resources. In the 
group of banks and trust companies headed 
by the National City bank, with itg@ $280,447,- 
071 of assets there is in the neighborhood of 
$750,000,000 represented. Add to this the 
Mutual Life Insurance company, which has 
been under Standard Oil influence since the 
ousting of the McCurdy management. and a 
volume of assets is reached materially in ex- 
cess of $1.000,000,000. 

On the other hand, the institutions in which 
the Morgan interests are now dominant foot 
up to a total of $1,884,524,.558 of assets. 


Harmony Attends Transfer. 

Information regarding the circumstances 
leading to the transfer of stock contro! to 
Morgan showed todaw that !t wasgeffected in 
accordance with the éstablishmeht.of har- 
monious relations among all those leading 
financial interests hostile-at the time Ryan 
bought the stock control] from James Hazen 
Hyde. 

It was learned, too, that Ryan and E. H. 
Harriman eettled their differences before 
Mr. Harriman's departure for Europe last 
spring and arranged to go into partnership 
In the stock control Harriman sought vainly 
four years before. 

The panic brought James Stillman Into 
closer cobperation with Morgan in measures 
for relief of the financial!) situation, In the 
two years since the panic the rapprochement 
has been cemented Into close association until 
this year Morgan, Stillman, and George F. 
Baker, chairman of the First National bank, 
have codperated as never before in important 
financing necessary for railroad and Andus- 
trial companies and recovery of general busi- 
ness, 


Deal May Bring New Laws. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 3—{Spectal. ]}— 
Further attempts to procure legislation reg- 
ulating life insurance companies will be 
made at this session of congress as a result 
of the purchase of control in the Equitable 
Life by J. Pierpont Morgan. \ 

This is considered no reflection on Mr. Mor- 
gan. The deal by which he has added to his 
financial power merely has served to revive 
agitation for federal control of big insurance 
concerns. 

There are many leaders in congress who 
believe the federal government has full au- 
thority to regulate insurance companies 
whose ‘operations extend beyond the bor- 
ders of an Individual state. This view pre- 
vailed in the national legislature at the time 
of the establishment of the department of 
commerce and labor. The bureau of cor- 
porations was given express authority to re- 
quire reports from insurance companies en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. 


Previous Effort Failed, 


The bureau was about to proceed to act 
on this authority when the insurance com- 
panies objected. They argued that their busi- 
ness was not commerce. They brought forth 
a decision of the Supreme court, which ap- 
peared to indicate the opinion that the insur- 
ance business was notcommerce. Thereupon 
the bureau suspended afl operations in this 
direction pending further legislation. 

In the last congress a bill was introduced 
giving the bureau specific authority to in- 
quire into the operations of insurance com- 
panies on the plea that the business was com- 
merce. The bill went to the judiciary com- 
mittee of the senate, where it was decided 
that insurance was not commerce. The bill, 
therefore, was not reported out of committee. 
Now it is proposed to revive the projected 
legislation in the hope that this congress will 
take a different view of the matter.

Railroader Bilked at Scheme ot 17 
Years’ Financial Bundage. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 3.—Charles L. war. 
riner, according to developments today, was 
compelled to make a cash settlement of 
$25,000 in a lump to escape being held in 
the clutches of blackmeallers for seventeen 
years to come. 

Prosecutor Hunt has 250 demand notes for 
$100 each, alleged to have been presented by 
a woman to Warriner for immediate signa- 
ture on Sept. 26, 1005.- These notes bear 
dates from Sept. 26, 1006, up to Aug. 21, 1922.

THE REWARDS OF PUGILISM. 

Pugilism continues to be the manly art 
of self-defense, but it has taken on an- 
other aspect as well.

WAR VESSELS ON THE LAKES. 
In his first annual message in Decem- 
ber, 1817, President Monroe indiqated 
his satisfaction with an agreement made 
with Great Britain respecting naval 
forces on the lakes, an arrangement, he 
declared, by which “useless expense on 
both sides and, what is of still greater 
importance, the danger of collision be- 
tween armed vessels in these inland 
waters, which was great, is prevented.” 
Sir Wilfred Laurier’s comment on the 
speech of Mr. Foster in the Canadian 
house of commons a few days ago, “ the 
agreement has served the dominion well,” 
bears testimony from the other side to 
the soundness of President Monroe's judg- 
ment. 
The frontier of Canada and the United 
States has been one of peace. No frown- 
ing fortresses or belligerent warships have . 
been found. Only twice during the niue- 
ty-two years of duration of the Rush- 
Bagot agreement has there been any seri- 
ous difficulty. The troubles of Canada 
about 1840 led to some military and naval) 
movements which caused question during 
Van Buren’s administration. The 
troubles of the United States in the six- 
ties compelled Lincoln to serve notice 
upon Great Britain under the six monthy’ 
provision of the agreement that this coun- 
try must hold itself at liberty to increase 
the naval armament on the lakes “if it 
shall find that proceeding necessary.” 
But the president took special pains to 
say that this war measure was taken 
with no idea whatever that Canada was 
intentionally unjust or unfriendly to the 
United States. 
It is true that the interest in the naval 
reserve has led to the extension of the 
original force allowed by the agreement. 
One vesse] each on Champlain and Onta- 
rio, two vessels each on Erie and the 
upper lake, no vessel to be larger than 
100 tons burden, and one eighteen pound 
cannon to a vessel was the stipulation. 
Now the United States bas ten vessels 
with an aggregate armament of over sev- 
enty guns and a tonnage of 8,000.

There may be weakness in an 
understanding which niay be terminated 
by either party on a six months’ notice. 
‘But “the agreement has served the do- 
minion well.” It has served the Whnited 
States well. Real safety lies in the 
friendliness which each country feels for 
the other. That is worth more and costs 
far less than forts and battleships, 
TAINTED MONEY. 
If the directors and management of the 
Coliseum company are wiliing to take the 
tainted money which comes to them from 
ihe renting of their building for the First 
ward ball they must be prepared to ae- 
cept the rating which the chief of police 
gives for the time being.

have toe produce some remarkable and 
hitherto unheard of arguments. ‘ 
The money they get from the rent of 
their building and from the sale of liquor 
is as tainted as any which reaches the | 
cash box of a dive keeper, tainted with 
infamy, tainted with sin, tainted with de- 
spair, ruin, and wretchedness. When they 


there are greater than are offered by 
commerce, finance, the professions, the 
stage, or even royal thrones themselves. 

Taking no account of the weeks of 
training and, other preparation, but deal- 
ing only with the time consumed by the 
fight itself, the successful, and in some 
cases the unsuccessful, pugilist earns in 
that period more money than any other 
man on earth. Say the purse is divided on 
a basis of 60.and 40 per cent. The big 
fights are supposed to rin three hours, al- 
though, as a matter of fact, they seldom 
last that long. Figure for yourself the 
division of the Nelson-Gans purse of $60,- 
715, the Jeffries-Sharkey purse of $67,000, 
the Jeffries-Fitzsimmons purse of $63,000, 
and the Jeffries-Corbett prize of $62,340. 

The purse offered. in the coming battle 
between Jeffries and Johnson is $101,000, 
the largest amount ever “hung up” for 
such purpose. The winner will receive 
approximately $63,000 for three hours’ 
fighting, or $21,000 an hour. The hourly 
income of John_D. Rockefeller is placed 
at $3,640, or something over one-seventh 
of the reward of pugilism. The czar of 
Russia is supposed to receive $2,165 
every sixty minutes, while Caruso gets 
$650 and Edward VII. $270 for the same 
period, 

But, as if this were not enough, the 
man who earns $63,000 for a three.hours’ 
battle will also receive the lion’s share of 
at least $200,000, estimated as the value 
of the moving picture receipts. His total 
earnings may, therefore, amount to $150,- 
000, and possibly $200,000. These are 
figures which make even multimillionaires 
sit up and take notice. The rewards of 
pugilism have raised it to the dignity of 
high finance,

JUDGE CARPENTER. 

President Taft has not allowed the poli- 
ticians to influence him in the selection of 
a district judge for this district. They 
had their candidates, but he paseed them 
by.

Judge Carpenter will not remain a dis- 
trict judge indefinitely. He is young and 
in fine health, He has proved himeelf 
during his three years’ work on the Cook 
county bench a learned and hard working 
judge. Such men are not ignored when 
an opportunity for promoting them pre 
sents itself.

THE “LEDERER TAX COMMISSION,” 
That enterprising body of members of 
the house of representatives known as the 
Lederer Tax commission, which is prepar- 
img a report for the special session of the 
general assembly, may have performed a 
public service by conducting an unau- 
thorized inquiry into the methods of prop- 
erty assessment in Cook county. A rea- 
sonable doubt may be entertained on that 
subject, but nevertheless congratulations 
may be extended to the statesmen who 
compose the “ commission.” 

"They have succeeded in giving an offi- 
cial complexion to an investigation which 
has been without authority from its start, 
The legislature provided for an inquiry 
into taxing methods throughout the state, 
the inténtion being to secure a revision of 
revenue laws. It did not sanction the in- 
uiry undertaken by the five legislators of 
Chicago. Their work represents their own 
voluntary and unauthorized desire to do 
unofficially a thing which the assembly 
had decided should be done another way.

court of the czar, Sir John, who it may be remem- 
bered, previously had been withdrawn from the post 
of Hnglish erivoy at Washington on the demand of 
President Buchanan, was transferred as ambassador 
to ,Madrid, where Lady Crampton wae at first received 
in thé most gracious fashion. : 

In the winter of 1863 to 1864 she fell in love with 
the duke de Frias, one of the greatest nobles of Spain, 
and a lineal descendant of the grand constable of 
Castile under King John IL The “grande passion” 
between the ambassadress and the duke soon became 
@ matter of talk, nothing, however, occurring to create 
a real scandal. 

Sir John Crampton, with the same chivalry that char- 
acterized John Ruskin tn his domestic relations, real- 
izing that his wife could only be happy with the maa 
to whom she had given her heart, notified her that as 
he desired above everything else her welfare, he would 
offer no defense if she brought a sult in London, not 
for divorce, but for the annulment of the marriage, 
under circumstances which would permit her to resume 
her maiden name. Like John Ruskin, Sir John Cramp- 
ton offered no defense and allowed judgment to be pro- 
nounced against him. His chivalry in the matter was 
appreciated nowhere more than in Spain, and i ‘s 
doubtful whether any foreign ambassador ever enjoyed 
a similar amount of popularity among the countrymen 
of Servantes. He remained at Madrid until his retire- 
ment from the diplomatic service in 1869. 

~~ 


On the annulment of her marriage the ex-Lady 
Crampton lost no time in marrying the duke de Frias, 
and with an tncomprehensible lack of delicacy the 
newly wedded couple proceeded direct from Paris to 
Madrid, where naturally they found every door closed 
against them. Even easy going Queen Isabella was 
outraged by the heartlessnesse and lack of gratitude 
shown by the new fledged duchess and refused to re- 
ceive her. In a rage the duke sent back to the queen 
his grand cross of the Order of St. Charles IIL, re- 
signed his post of chamberlain, and withdrew from 
Spain. During the following fifteen years he resided 
abroad, mostly at Biarritz, where the villa Frias be- 
came well known to American visitors and where his 
Irish wife died in 1871. He subsequently married there 
Princess Carmen Pignatelli, with whom he returned to 
Spain, where he died as civil governor of Madrid. 

His son by Victoria Balfe after leaving Eton en- 
tered the diplomatic service of Spain, was secretary of 
legation, first at Tangier, and then secretary of em- 
bassy at Vienna, where he became involved in all sorts 
of financial difficulties, which necessitated his departure 
from the Austrian capital, and led to the severance of 
his connection with Spanish diplomacy. Happening to 
meet Maj. Gybbon Spilsbury, the head of an Anglo- 
Portuguese company holding a charter from the Lis- 
bon government for the subjection, administration, and 
exploitation of all that territory in Portuguese Africa 
lying to the east of Lake Nyassa, he joined him as one 
of his Meutenants, and during the last four years has 
been in charge of a settlement known as Gondualo. 

The entire territory controlled by the chartered com- 
pany, of which the duke has been one of the four sub- 
administrators, amougts to more than 60,000,000 acres. 
The duke probably is the finest polo player and most 
fearless horsemah in Spain, is a splendid shot, a most 
talented violinist, and talks English without the slight- 
est trace of any foreign accent. His experiences in 
Africa, where he has made a fine record for himeelf, 
have caused people in Spain to pass a sponge over his 
former shortcomings and he is being welcomed at 
Madrid with open arms, 

—- 

Mme. Sonntag’s name has been mentioned frequent- 
ly during the last few. weeks in the American press 
as the only foreign woman holding any official position 
at the imperial court of Corea in connection with a 
ridiculous story about Mrs. Nicholas Longworth’s visit 
to Seoul, published at Berlin by a German woman, Mrs. 
Kiobel, who describes hersélf as having been grand 
mistress of ceremonies at the court of Corea, but .of 


“Whom none of the foreign residents of Seoul ever has 


heard. 

Mme. Sonntag is an extraordinary character, is now 
quite an elderly body, with snow white hair, and great- 
ly respected at Seoul by foreigners and natives alike. 
She first went to Seoul many years ago as the cook of 
one of the foreign consuls, and tn those days she was 
an Alsatian whe had retained the French nationality. 
The emperor of Corea was wont to give occasional ban- 
quets to the foreign representuiives and as he was 
anxious to place before them a meal cooked European 
fashion he caused inquiries to be made as to whether 
there was any foreign cook in Seoul who could be hired 
for the purpose. 

Mme. Sonntag’s employer placed her at the disposal 
of the court and the first banquet passed off with great 
éclat, Mme. Scnntag’s culinary masterpieces tickling 
the palates not only of the foreign guests, but also of 
the native dignitaries. From that time forth her serv- 
ices always were invoked on these occasions. Then her 
employer was transferred to some other post, and learn- 
ing this the Corean court, anxious to prevent her de- 
parture, offered to retain her services and placed at her 
disposal a small cottage within the palace precincts. 

-_o- 

Not long after Mme. Sonntag had been established at 
the palace she happened to meet the emperor. All the 
Coreans -around her fell flat on their face, or else knelt 
low with their heads bowed down in his presence. Mme, 
Sonntag, however, remained standing, smiled amiably at 
him, and addressing him in the kind of kitchen Corean 
which she had picked up, told him sit was no wonder 
that his servants could not look him In the face, owing 
to the manner in which they robbed him. Now the un- 
fortunate emperor of Corea is not without a sense of 
humor. He took a fancy to Mme. Sonntag and askei 
her a number of questions, her replies pleasing him so 
much that he gave orders she should be given a better 
residence and a larger stipend. 

By degrees she became a sort of commissary general 
and housekeeper in chief of the tmperial palace and was 
intrusted with the boarding of all its inmates, thou- 
sands in number. Instead, however, of living any 
longer in the palace she was placed by the emperor in 
possession of a small palace outside, which she was 
required to hold in readiness for the reception of ‘dis- 
tinguished foreign guests, and whére Admiral Alexieff, 
the former viceroy of Manchuria, the late Prince Ito, 
and many others were housed and entertained by her 
in behalf of the emperor when at Seoul. 

Knowing that she had access at all times to the em- 

peror, and enjoyed with him the most perfect freedom 
of speech, she now became courted by the foreign en- 
voys and in fact by all who had any favor or informa- 
tion to obtain from the monarch. It is greatly to the 
credit of the old woman that she never abused her 
position and that although known in Seoul as all pow- 
erful, she conducted herself with so much tact and 
discretion that she managed to retain the most abso- 
lute confidence, respect, and good will of the emperor 
and of all the native dignitaries as well as of the for- 
eign officials and residents. 
The only irritation that she excited was at one time” 
on the part of the French when, In deference to the 
persuasions of old Baron von Saldern, the Germaa 
envoy who was @ great character and- universally be- 
loved, she transferred her allegiance from France to 
Germany. As mentioned above she fs the only foreign 
woman who ever has been employed by the court of 
Corea, with the exception of the Hon. Mrs. Percy Synge, 
sister of the late Lord Abinger, who wae for a time 
physician to the ladies of the imperial family, but who 
left Corea more than ten years ago and has never been 
there since.

The depth of root of the peasant in the soi! 
+ of his native county is truly remarkable. I+ 
seems that nothing short of a cataclysm wil) 
gproot him. I have talked with a peasant 
who was in America nearly fifteen years. 
He was successful, made plenty of money, 
put he has returned to the little old village 
‘of his birth—he would rather die there than 
any other place. A Hindoo family will travel 
across India for an increase in wages of a 
centa day. A Magyar will stick where he is 
rooted. The home magnet isa powerful one: 
that of America is also powerful, but its 
drawing power is, at first, at any rate, simply 
that of gold. 

So says the subprefect; and al] my informa- 
tion is in accordance with thie statement. 
Practically not one single Magyar goes the 
first time to Ameriga with the slightest idea 
of remaining. He goes to make money and 
he goes alone. He saves every dollar he can 
and sends it home. He has definite ideas 
when be goes; he does not know how long he 
will remain abroad, but he will remain long 
enough... Long enough to enable him to pay 
off a certain debt or buy a certain few acres 
or build a home. He may succeed in doing all 
this on the first visit, and that may be his 
only visit to America. Rarely does a man re- 
main away for good on his first visit. The 
bome-.magnet brings him back. But no 
sooner has he returned than the other begins 
to draw. : g 


Return to Hungary Republicans. 

Yes, they do like America, says the polite 
and obliging official of Veszprém. They 
come back here, sometimes broken in health 
{Lhave heard this before, but I have seen no 
evidence of it), but broken or not they long to 
return to America. They come back with a 
broadened vision—even as an American 
farmer would have if he visited Hungary. 
But the worst of it is, says the stub-pre.ect, 
they come back republicans—not that they 
were democrats before they saw America— 
but they have new and enlarged ideas about 
work, and they are prone to put on airs. 
Their old conception of the gulf between 
hoble and peasant has changed. They don’t 
know a gentleman when they see one. For 
them the caste system is broken down for- 
éver. And they don’t want to work. 

My informant related the case of one of 
his own laborers who in America worked in 
the sewers of New York; in Hungary he 
refuses to dig a ditch. But my informant 
sees no change in the morale or in the hon- 
esty of returning emigrants. I am inclined 
to believe that the life they lead in America 
Would not tend to improve either. They re- 
main home a year or so and back they go to 
America. Often the wife and children go 
along, and then they are generally lost to 
Hungary. And their success, and the. money 
that comes in draws others. In one year 
1500000 crowns ($300,000) came into this 
County from over seas. 


Emigration Raises Price of Labor. 

This outgo of people and income of money 
has raised the price of land and of labor and 
built many new homes. “ That house was 
built wiih money. from America,”’ is a tale 
I bave heard many times. Land about‘here, 
and it is poor land, is valued on the average 
from $60 to $75 an acre, and the average 
farm varies in size from five to twenty acres. 
But even at that it is agreed that the peas- 
anis could do well if they worked as hard 
here as they do abroad. There is some truth 
in this no doubt. The peasant is a great 
smoker and a great talker. His work is not 
directed here, as it is at home. There is not 
the same incentive to push; he lacks ex- 
ample. It is not the fashion to work here, as 
it is with us. Necessity, rather than ambi- 
tion, is the driving power. The goal is 
enough, and not fortune. This isan inherent 
élément of the old feudal system, of a caste 
*systent which hag not yet disappeared. 

Many women and girls have gone io Ameri- 
ca from this county in recent years; they 
become servants. Well, no one can blame 
them for going; their lot here is. at best, a 
hard one. Women are free in Hungary, but 
it’s the freedom of work. Apparently there 
is no work of too menial a nature or too hard 
not to fall within women's sphere according 
to prevailing conceptions. The houses are 
neat and tidy and clean, but the conveniences 
of life are lacking. And her hard life tells 
on her, in her face, in her stunted body. But 
Withal she ts cheerful and eelf-reliant. One 
does not eee the hard faces on the women one 
sees especially in Hnrglend. Morality is a 
matter of longitude and laNtude, and Hun- 
garian morals aré certainly pot thoeve of 
America, but I think I have seen as few faces 
among the women of this county which show 
intemperance or excess of any form as I 
have seen in any part of the world. But 


. they show hard work. 


Bricklayer Gets 10 Cents an Hour., 
Labor is 50 per cent higher in Veszprém 
A bricklayer s 10 cente an 
hour and works from 6 to 6, with two hours 
at noon.

There is no doubt 
about grapes suggesting wine, but I have 
been unable to/learn the association of ideas 
between shavings and beer. 

Just across the street is a tiny hardware 
store. The store front has a pair of folding 
doors amd ea small window which is closed 
at night with folding iron shutters. When 
the two doors are swung open they reveal 
in painted characters about everything one 
would expect to find in such a shop: ham- 
a tonga, anvils, shears, knives, cleavers, 
etc. 

Would Like to Stop Emigration. 

The authorities of Veszprém county would 
absolutely put a stop, if they could, to Ameri- 
can emigration. They would prevent it if 
they could, said the subpeffect, and they 
try in every way to keep their people at home, 
They are sorry to see them lost to Hungary: 
but they can’t stop emigration as long as 
the peasants can earn more in America and 
live cheaper. Of those who go practically 
none are fleeing from debt or crime; they 
represent the better and morefenergetic class 
of day laborers, who aspire to become the 
possessore of land, or of tiny land owners 
who want to add to their few acres. 

But that many ge to America to remain 
there, and forsake Hungary, after having 
given America a thorough triehthis is in- 
deed a point which only comes to the sur- 


no question of the loyalty and patriotism of 
the Magyars for Hungary.

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| THE THOMAS ORCHESTRA. 
Rachmaninoff and His Tone Poem. 

Sergei Rachmaninoff was given an enthust- 
astic reception yesterday afternoon at the 
Theodore Thomas orchestra concert. Sel- 
dom has so much énthusiasm been in evi- 
dence and seldom has there been so little 
attempt to inspire enthusiasm by other than 
legitimate means. M. Rachmaninoff came 
as a musician of established reputation, asa 
composer of the first k, as a dignified 
visiting conductor, and all the gallery play 
often associated with such events was left 
out by the soloist. He was received with 
rapturous applause before and after every 
appearance. 

The encore fiends made themselves obnox- 
ious as usual. 

The sections of the program of extraordi- 
nary Interest were, of course, the new sym- 
phonic poem “ Die Toteninsel ” and the sec- 
ond concerto for piano. Mr. Stock prefaced 
these numbers with a stirring rendition of 
Glazounow’'s “* Overture Solonnelie.” It was 
a strong, brilliant performance in every way, 
and served to put the audience into the mood 
of expectation and sympathy. 

Then came forth from the cavernous. re- 
ceases whose guardian is the urbane master 
of ceremonies familiarly known by the nick- 
name “ Mac,” @ tall, solemn man, who 
evinced neither curiosity nor worry. He 
moved with deliberation to the conductor's 
stand and without eny fuse or pose raised 
the baton and began the most grewsome 
novelty that has been given the breath of life 
in thie city during the season.

This “Iste of Death” is an elegiac of no 
uncertain mood. Apart from the color, sepa- 
rate from the portentous progressions and 
mournful melodies, one striking character- 
istic was in evidence throughout. This was 
the suggestive deliberation of the tone’s ebb 
and flow, a powerful current affected neither 


by dramatic climaxes—if an elegiac could ; 


stir to dramatic influences—nor by the rest-’ 
yessness inspired by the continuous rhythmic 
sweep. 

The conductor heightened this effect by 
almost no perceptible variation in tempo. 
The “ Isle of Death’ was a dirge altogether 
passioniess, a drab monotone except for the 
savage outbursts near the end. It is impossi- 
ble to lay too much emphasis upon the effec- 
tiveness of this simple expedient. 

In analysis, ‘The Isle of Death’’ shows 
three well marked divisions. The first is dis- 
tinguished by ite strength, its lack of pure 
melody, its somber coloring, its steady tan- 
talizing rhythm. The second is in @ sense 
lyric, though no one would accuse either 
composer or tone poem of unseemly levity or 
gracefulness. In its contrast to the first it 
reminds of a part of Strauss’ “ Death and 
Tranefiguration.”’ although there is abso- 
Iutely no similarity of theme or rhythm. 

The éreary close was prefaced by Ages 
climax whose power was tremendots partly 
by contrast, partly by reason of the masterly 
plan of the composer, and partly through 
several novel effects of orchestration. There 
is no question of the value of this new work. 
It is gigantic In conception, ft is Titanic In 
execution, it is imposing in effect. 

.- 


The orchestra responded nobly to the direc- 
tions of the conductor. It was as though M. 
Rachmaninoff played on one instrument. It 
is rare that the ensemble of the band is not 
above reproach, but instantaneous response 
to an unfamiliar director is a proof of vir- 
tuosity. 

Concerning the concerto it is fot granted 
us to wax wildly enthusiastic. If we were 
to bow down unthinkingly to the personality 
of its creator, who was its interpreter ae well 
on this occasion, nothing but superlatives 
would be in order. Certainly it was an 
authoritative reading, for there is no higher 
authority that the composer. Just as cer- 
tainly ie the score a masterly production as 
far ae the mechanics are concerned. But— 
and sadiy do we write it, for it would be 
much more comfortable to praise everything 
on this unusua!] occasion—the necessity for 
perpetuating these themes and passages was 
not apparent after the one hearing. 

M. Rachmaninoff is a planist whose chief 
characteristics are dignity and reserve. It 
would be laughable to speak of hig interpre- 
tive powers in any other than words of 
praise. The composer who can place himself 
among the foremost ranks by the force of his 
genius is not to be considered in the ight of 
a candidate for judgment on every occasion. 
It was a privilege to hear the composer play 
his concerto, and the audience of yesterday 
was fortunate in every respect. 

Sergei Rachmaninoff is not only a success; 
he is an inspiration. 

o 

Mr. Stock completed the program with a 
grandiloquent interpretation of a grandilo- 
quent fantasia, Techaikowski’s “ Francesca 
da Rimini."’ There are times when¢his fiam- 
ing tone picture seems likea hoax. The com- 
poser's imagination ran away with his sense 
of proportion the deéper he penetrated 
Dante's uncertain geography, and his visions 
bear more than a passing resemblance to 
certain antiquated myths of an undesirable 
locality. 

Nevertheless, the score gave Mr. Stock and 
the orchestra a good chance to demonstrate 
their virtuosity, and the evidences developed 
in every bar. It was a striking reading, 
whether one agrees with it all or not, and 
its success was instantaneous,

Mr. Foster tells an amusing story of tip- 
ping at the Russian court. .On the day that 
he presented his credentials to the new em- 
peror he was invited, with other ambassa- 
dors, to have breakfast in the palace. After 
breakfast, as he was about to depart, all the 
Servants of the-household lined up for tips. 
Fortunately he had been warned in advance, 
so he was provided, but an English diplomat- 
ist who had not been told what he had to 
expect, had a hard time of it to get through 
the line of extended hands. 

Mr. Foster devotes a chapter to the presi- 
dents Under whom he has served. With the 
exception of Andrew Jackson, he says, “I 
have been honored by a commission and 
served my country under every president of 
the United States, beginning with Abraham 
Lincoln and ending with Theodore Roose- 
velt.’" This is a good record, for it shows 
that Mr..<joster served under the Democratic 
as well as the Republican banner. In clos- 
ing this chapter Mr. Foster says: 

In my account of the European monarchs whose 
acquaintance I have made severe commeénts have 
been passed upon the immora] lives led by some of 
them. More might have been written on the sub- 
ject. It speaks well for the tone of public sentiment 
in our country to state that such conduct would 
not have been tolerated in any American president. 
It is gratifying to note that all the presidents con- 
sidered in this chapter were men of high character 
and pure lives, And-if the presidents of the United 
States from the foundation of the government are 
contrasted with the European monarchs of the 
same period, in both intellectual and moral char- 
acter, the comparison will be highly favorabie to 
our country.

HAT is immortality? Is it an eter- 


nity— ‘thou pleasing; dreadful 
thought!’’—of this present con- 
sciousness, with its memories, 


hopes, and fears? Or is it to live 
again in the minds of men, bright visions of 
inepiring personalities? 

Part and parcel of this latter kind of im- 
mortality comes through the medium of 
modern, scientific biography, three widely 
divergent individualities—to wit (I give them 
chronologically): Giovanni Boccaccio, Jeanne 
d’Are, and Lady’ Jane Grey. The modern 
biographer has a passion for truth and accu- 
racy—a high disdain for the false light which 
sentiment has for so long shed on the past. 


These three important works—big in size, 
type, and general effect—would pass the pure 
food and drug test, so free are they from any 
adulteration of sentiment or prejudice: to 
our great advantage. Each reader may 
evolve his own idea from the data so care- 
fully assembled and so clearly presented. 
Once more we may walk with Boccaccio and 
Fiammetta on the sands of Bala, or ride be- 
side the maid into Orleans, or accompany the 
gentle Lady Jane to the scaffold. 

No one is better. equipped than Edward 
Hutton to write the life of ‘ GIOVANNI 
BOCCACCIO.” In this work he combines a 
most enlightening critical study of the writ- 
ings of Boccaccio with his blography of the 


@ Poet and story teller. 


It is mainly through Boccacceio’s allegories 
that Mr. Hutton gleans any information of 
the former’s birth and childhood. Frem 
these he concludes that Boccaccio was born 
out of wedlock in Paris in 1313. His father 
deserted his mother and took him back to 
Italy, where Boccaccio the elder married 
Margherita di Gian Donato dé Martoli. Gio- 
vanni’s youth was not a happy one. Evenin 
those days such a position ag his could not 
have been pleasant... When he wage stil] in his 
teens his father sent him to Naples to learn 
to be a merchant. A merchant may makeae 
poet, but no poet will ever make a merchant, 
so Boccaccio's apprenticeship was a failure; 
but here in the church of San Lorenzo he 
first saw Fiammetta, who lighted the flame 
of his genius. She was a Neapolitan beauty 
as typical of today as of the fourteenth cen- 
eo iggae luxurious, vain, passionate, and 

ckle. 


She picked up the young poet, played 


| with him, gave him a period of exquisite bliss, 


and then threw him aside for other lovers. 
She inspired his best work. In return he 
immortalized her, and then left that part of 
his life and became a great Italian, the friend 
of Petrarch, the companion of kings, a ceri- 
ous man of letters. The ** Corbaccio,”’ how- 
ever, shows to what gall and wormwood love 
spurned can turn. Mr. Hutton says that the 
poet never forgot Flammetta, “ never, freed 
himself from her remembrance.”’ She, poor 
wanton, died of the plague, that fierce pesti- 
lence which Boccaccio has made so vivid te 
us. 

He lived, through fame and recognition, 
to be poor and old, and died at Artaldo in 1375, 
where his body now rests in the Church of 
SS. Jacopo e Fillippo, “the greatest story 
teller in the world,”

lived. Entangled in the intricate, ignoble 


polities of distraught France. she was swayed 
by councils whose source is more or iess 
hidden from us. 


Ah, but it’s a wonderful story even when 
divested of the miraculous and scrutinized 
with all today’s searching skepticism! This 
peasant maid from the valley of the Meuse, 
leaving her home and family, passing un- 
harmed through a land swarming with vio- 
elent, unscrupulous men at arms; making 
her way by simple, undaunted persistence 
into the presence of the uncrowned king of 
France, the unfortunate Charles VII.; con- 
vincing his councilors of her usefulness if 
not of her divine inspiration; accompanying 
them to battle with courageous words and a 
stout faith in her own visions and mission; 
it is all as much of a miracle as any attribut- 
ed to her by fanciful legend, _Had she lived 
today she would have been an ardent Salva- 
tion army captain, or a militant suffragette. 
She was of the sublime stuff of which mar- 
tyrs are made. When misfortunes overtook 
her and her brief hour of glory was over she 
retained to the end her humility and piety 
and her belief in the heavenly voice. She 
was dragged to the scaffold and on her hea‘ 
was placed a great fool's cap made of paper, 
on which were written the words: ‘“ Heré- 
tigue relapse, apostate, idolatre.” ‘' Poor 
little Joan! At that supreme hour all that 
remained to her,’’ says M. France, “‘ was an 
infinite horror of death and a childlike piety.” 


Her story is a complete tragedy. Had she 


lived to grow old and, perhaps, fat and com- 
placent, we should have heard little of her, if 
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at all. Her death gave her that second kin? 
if immortality which this exhaustive and 
masterly work of M. France's completes and 
solidifies. It is the last word on Joan of Are.

And now we come to the last of this trio of 
utterly unrelated biographies. Only the 
chance of Christmas trade brought them to- 
gether. Boccaccio, the brilliant poet of the 
fourteenth century, had nothing in common 
with the mystical maid of Orleans of the fif- 
teenth century, while she had still less in 
common with the gentle, learned Lady Jane 
Gray of the sixteenth century, except that 
both were the tools of politicians and states- 
men. 

“THE NINE DAYS’ QUEEN” Richard 
Davey calls his work. Asa background for 
the pathetic little Jane a comprehensive pic- 
ture of the politics of the day is given, also of 
the society of her time and of the people who 
surrounded her. 

All that the author tells us of her youth, 
her parentage, and early surroundings is 
most interesting. Her parents seemed to 
have been most harsh to her, but it was 
the custom of the day. What an uncomfort- 
able time in which to live it must have been 
with its mixture of luxury and hardship! 
Mr. Davey gives us a strong, though re- 
pulsive, picture of Henry VIII. in his clos- 
ing days, when Katharine Parr, the last of 
his six wives, nursed him through his un- 
Pleasing deoay. 

His death was followed by the short and 
disastrous reign of Edward VI. But we all 
know more or less (or, have forgot it), of 
Edward and his lord protectors and their 
rivalries, and at.kis death of the foolish ele- 
vation of Jane to the throne. It is in his 
graphic presentment of the times and cus- 
tome that Mr. Davey holds us, as well as by 
the dramatic sequence of events which cul- 
minated in the poor litthe queen’s execution. 
Never was they anything more touching 
than the deser'ption of the socene on the 
scaffold. In this wise she went to her death: 
‘Dressed as on the occasion of her trial at 
the Guildhall in the same black cloth dress, 
edged with black velvet, a Marie Stuart cap 
of black velvet on her head, with a veil of 
black cloth hanging to the waist, and a 
white wimple concealing her throat, her 
sleeves edged with lawn around the wrists. 


Not wearing chopines the people 
were greatly surprised at her diminu- 
tive stature.’’ She made a short, humble 


farewell speech. Think of the courage of 
her! She herself, after taking off her outer 
garments, arranged her neck so that it should 
be bare, and tied the handkerchief over her 
eyes, and then, being in darkness, groped 
for the Mock crying: “ Whereisit? What 
shall I do? Where is it?’’

“Whirlwind Play by Chicagoan 


Swamps George Sutton in 
Final Match, 500-78. 


VICTOR AVERAGES 35 10-14 


International Title Is Decided in 


Fourteen Innings, High 
Run Being 117. 


New York, Dec. 3.—[Special.]—Calvin A. 
Demarest of Chicago is world’s champion at 
18-2 balk line billiards. He won the title to- 
night by overwhelmingly defeating his fellow 
townsman, George Sutton, former champion, 
at Madison Square garden concert haji, by a 
score of 500 to 78. 

Young Demarest exhibited confidence bor- 
dering on recklessness, essaying shots that 
no one but the mast experienced player would 
‘attempt. His manipulation of the globes was 
a@ revelation and his superiority was evident 
long before the five centuries had been 
marked up. 

With the exception of Wilile Hoppe, Dem- 
arest is the youngest player who ever won 
the title.. During the tournament, . which 
lasted nearly two Demarest has 


eks, 

ehown consistent cue won Though brilliant 
at all times, he reserved his best effort for 
the closing contest, and deserved the honors 
so cleverly won. His consummate skill 
earned for him round after round of applause 
from the spectdtors who crowded the concert 
hall. 


Sutton Lacks Usual Form. 

Sutton’s game was just the opposite of that 
6: young Demarest. The veteran did not play 
in his usual form—in fact, it was the poorest 
exhibition he ever has givefi in a-champion- 
ship battle. What opportunities he had he 
failed to grasp, and the speed of his young 
opponent seemed to rob him of every ounce 
of nerve. 

Selecting the white ball, Demarest started 
the contest with a miss. Sutton tallied four 
buttons,. then fell down on a single oushion 
The former amateur dhen. gave the 
first real exhibit of his skill by piling up 
forty-seven. It was on the gallery display 
order, but the total counted. 

Sutton missed in bis next turn at the table 
and Demarest gatMered in 19 buttons. Sut- 
ton’s effort netted ‘him 21. Two blanks came from 
Demarest’s cue in succession, while in the same 
two innings the veteran scored 14 points. 

In his sixth essay Demarest gave a pretty exhi- 
bition, playing a variety of shots with skill. He 
added 51 to his score and missed an easy carom 
through overconfidence in playing with his left 
hand. Demarest passed the first century mark, 
with Sutton’s score standing at 46. 


All Shots Look Alike. 


Demarest’s next run of importance came in the 
eighth inning, after a series of shots remarkable 
for their brilliancy of execution, as well as the 
judgment displayed in the positions secured. 
There was no hesitancy about his strokes, and all] 
Shots appeared. alike to the young Chicago player. 

Several times Demarest spread the balis, but 
he gathered them together again in a couple of 
shots and continued his long run. He was aided 
materially in his run by several lucky kisses. 
Afier amassifig 117 points he tried a single cush- 
fon shot on the upper rail, but missed the carom 
by more than an inch. 

This jong run seemed to worry Sutton, wha was 
nearly 20v points behind at the end of the fifth 
inning. At this stage of the game Demarest had 
averaged a trifle over 30, while Sutton'’s average 
was less than 7. The veteran scored 2, and re- 
tired afier a poor attempt at a draw. Demarest 
played all around the tabie for 18 points. Sutton’s 
leaves were none too encouraging, while his 
strokes lacked any degree of certainty. 

The big lead secured by Demarest was refiected 
fn his playing, which was at all times brilliant 
and frequentiy spectacular. Although he dis- 
played exceilent form at different stages during 
his short professional career, his form tonight was 
superior “to any he had shown the public. His 

alraws Were Ceadly, and enabled him to keep the 
ivories well together. In the eleventh inning 
Demarest rolled up 51, then missed a simple cush- 
jon shot on the side "rail. The run enabled him 
to leave the third century milestone far behind. 


Sutton Fails on Draw. 


Sutton was unable to maintain the gait, and, al- 
though the balls were left in a good position, he 
was all at sea and unable to avail himself of the 
opening. He struggled along for nineteen success- 
ful shots, but failed to connect on the twentieth, 
a two-cushion draw. Demarest rolled up another 
contribution of 42 in the twelfth inning, and sup- 
plemented this with a run of 72, which was a really 
brilliant effort. 

On his forty-seventh shot the balis lined up on 
the rail and Demarest tallied on ajump shot, which 
was the first one essayed during, the tournament. 

"He carried his total to 418 before lAying down his 
cue, Sutton drew anofher blank, leaving Demarest 
with S2 necessary to win. These were made in his 
fourteenth inning, and he finished with an average 
of 35 10-14, the highest.of the tournament. Scores:

Fred Lake Second Choice as Manager

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 8.—{Special.}—For 
the first time since he became chief executive 
of the Phillies, Horace Fogel was besought 
for his vote by a candidate for the presidency 
of ‘the National league. 

When Fogel went to his desk today he 
found a letter there from.‘ Cap.’’ Anson of 
Chicago. In the letter Anson congratulated 
Fogel on his success in gaining contro] of 
the Phillies and asked for his support in his 
campaign for the National league presi- 
dency, 

‘“*I am an active candidate,’’ wrote Anson, 
“don’t mistake that. I will poll a vote that 
will be surprising, and am confident that I 
will be elected.’’ 

This letter carries the inference that at the 
last minute the Murphy-Brush-Ebbets com- 
bine will switch its support to Anson. President 
Fogel was pleased with the letter from Anson, but 
declared that it would not change his attitude in 
regard to the election. " 

“Il have not made up my mind just whom I 

will support and won’t know until I attend the 
meeting,’’ he declared. 
He also heard from Fred Lake, former manager 
of the Boston Americans, who was deposed by 
Owner Taylor after finishing in third place and 
subsequently defeating the Giants in a post season 
series. Lake took occasion to thank Fogel for

While Lake did not apply formally for the posi- 
tion of manager on the local team, he hinted 
strongly that he would not be averse to tackling 
the job. Lake is highly regarded by Fogel, and 
will be selected forthe place if John Kling cannot 
be obtained: Kling is Fogel’s first choice, and he 
will make every effort to land him.

“Tong John’? Will Drill Maroon 
Basketball Men. 


FORTY CANDIDATES REPORT, 


Squad Now Has 25 Freshmen and 15 
Varsity Players. 


“Long John "” Schommer, the greatest bas- 
ketball player im the history of the maroon 
championship teams, will coach the Midway 
candidates this winter, according to an an- 
nouncement made yesterday by Dr. Joseph E. 
Raycrotft. 

The honor was conferred on Schommer 
publicly at the meeting of forty players in 
Bartlett gymnasium. Dr. Raycroft, who is 
president of the western intercollegiate bas- 
ketball committee, still will act°in an ad- 
viséry capacity ,but the active duties will 
fall to Schommer. 

Schommer was center for four years on the 
Maroon fives. Two years ago he captained 
the team that defeated Pennsylvania for the na- 
tional collegiate championship in straight games, 
and last year again starred on the quintet that 
went through the season without a single defeat. 

In getting this athlete as coach the Midway 
authorities are securing a man thoroughly versed 
in every detail of basketball play. He also starred 
as left end on the 1908 Midway eleven. where his 
floor training served him well in receiving for- 
ward passes. On the baseball nine he played in 
the outfield and led the team in batting in 1908.

Arena Will Be Pitehed Either 
Near San Franeiseo or at 
Salt Lake City. 


New York, Dec. 3.—James J. Jeffries and 
Champion Jack Johnson today signed final 
articles’ for their fight on July 4 next, the 
formal agreement calling for a forty-five 
round bout either in the vicinity of San Fran- 
cisco or at Salt Lake City. The meeting 
which ciicched the big battle was held ata 
hotel in Hoboken, N. J. 

Neither ef tne contestants, according to the 
articles, is to engage in any boxing contest 
before thé date of the big fight. This ef- 
fectively eliminates the possibility uf John- 
son meeting Langford or Jeffries fighting 
Kaufniann between now-and then. Both, itis 
further stipulated, must enter active train- 
ing at least ninety days before the fight. 
Five ounce gloves are to be used, and the 


quis of Queensberry rules, while the referee 
is to be selected at least sixty days before 
the contest. 


Referee to Get $1,000. 

If Jeffries, Johnson, and “ Tex’ Rickard 
and John J. Gleason, the two last named the 
successful bidders, cannot agree on a referee, 
Jeffries and Johnson are each to select two 
men and from these four Rickard and Glea- 
son are to make any selection they desire. 
The referee is to be paid $1,000, the con- 
testants paying him two-thirds, the promot- 
ers: the balance. 

Jeffries and Johnson each have deposite? 
$10,000 as a forfeit to the promoters if they 
fail to appear, while Rickard and Gleason have 
deposited $20,000 to stand as a forfeit in case they 
fail to stage the fight and to apply on the purse of 
$101,000 offered. Sixty days before the fight Rick- 
ard and Gleason are to deposit ay additional $30 000 
of the purse and the remaining $51,000 forty-eight 
hours before the contest. 

Robert W. Murphy, a New York hotel propri- 
etor, is the temporary stakeholder, and he may 
serve permanently. Both fighters wanted,to have 
a western bank serve as stakeholder, but it was 
gaid that difficulty was encountered in getting one 
to assume the responsibility. 


Debate Over Stakeholder. 


The stakeholder question was debated for, sev- 
eral hours in the New York office of Henry I. Row- 
alsky, a Sen Francisco lawyer. Johnson, ever 
cautious, suggested a safe deposit box with three 
locks, each of the contestants to hold one key and 
the third to be held by a disinterested party. The 
promoters objected to this, and the plan outlined 
above was finally adopted. Johnson throughout 
seemed to be fearful lest someone defraud him. 

Rickard sald on Thureday that he did not believe 
the laws of Utah would permit the fight to be held 
in that state. But today, when he had read several 
messages from prominent Salt Lake men, he sald: 

‘*] believe the fight can and will be held in Salt 
Lake City. The law there is not stringent. and I 
am assured that it can be altered satisfactorily. I 
have had a talk with the governor of Utah, but I 
am not at liberty to make the matter public. 


Jeffries Prefers Frisco. 


Jeffries is anxious to have the fight In or near 
San Francisco, and sporting men here believe, 
notwithetanding the Salt Lake City talk, that the 
fight wfll go to California. The flexible articles 
give the promoters the right to stage the fight in 
Uteh, Nevada, or California, but Nevada has 
not been considered seriously. 

The moving pictures, which are looked to bring 
in the most money, will be managed and controlled 
by a stock company to be formed, with Jeffries 
and Johnson each holding a one-third interest, and 
with Rickard and Gleason holding the other third 

George Little, manager for Johnson, said today 
that Johnson was willing to accept ‘* Eddie’’ 
Graney of San Francisco, and one of the unsuc- 
ceasful bidders for the fight as referee. Rickard 
and Gleason are also favorable to mstse ea a it is 
understood. 

Statement by Rickard. 


Rickard said today: ‘* Before I came east many 
big Salt Lake City mien asked me to bring the fight 
there if it were awarded to me, they assuring me 
thet the enti-prize fight law wold not be en- 
forced. I told them I would consider the matter. 
but I would insist on a cash deposit of the amount 
of the purse as a guarantee that the fight could be 
held there. 

**] now understand that the governor and prose- 
cuting attorney there say they will not permit the 
fight there. So it probably will be held in Cali- 
fornia. 

‘‘ While Jimmy Coffroth is not in any way fnter- 
ested in the fight, it is likely that we will lease his 
arena at Colima, Cal. and enlarge it from its pres- 
ent seating capacity of 8,500 to hold 40,000 persona.
